Dispatch is a shocking revelation to the 
American people. There have been re- 
ports more or less vague of the suffering 
of the farmers in parts of Nebraska and 
Kansas but the public did not realize 
that such widespread and bitter suffer- 
ing from famine did or could exist in 
this country as the difpatches we pub- 
lished yesterday disclosed. _. } 

The famine dfstrict includes the south- 
western part of South Dakota, the west- 
ern parts of Nebraska and Kansas, East- 
ern Colorado, Western Oklahoma and 
many of the northern counties of Texas. 
Thousands of people of these districts 
have failed to harvest crops for two 
years and are destitute of all means of 
getting food and clothing for the winter. 
They are so widely scattered and live in 
districts so remote from means of con- 
munication that their situation is most 
desperate. Prompt and liberal means of 
relief must be provided or many will 
die of starvation and exposure. 

The appeal for aid is made at a season 
when the kindliest spirit of generosity 
and sympathy prevails, but made at any 
season it should touch the American 
people into quick and generous response. 
We must take care of our own sufferers. 
Let it not be said that Americans 
starved for lack of helping hands. Let 
the people of St. Louis lead in the gra- 
cious work of helping these sufferers. 


REED AND M’KINLEYISM. 
There is a disposition in some political 
quarters to paint ex-Speaker Reed as a 
great white Czar, a representative of 
supreme saintly power who is to save 
the American people from the vic®8s of 
McKinleyism. 
Mr. Reed is now posing as a moderate 
protéctionist, who, if entrusted with. po- 
litical power, will exercise it benignly, 
that is to say, in comparison with the 
ideas of Mr. McKinley. He will enlarge 
the scope of governmental favor and will 
refrain from pressing taxation to 
the full limit of popular capacity. It is 
even urged on the strerigth of his own 
utterances that he will make a breach 
in the circle.of government pets for the 
silver men and will bestow upon them 
some of the blessings of helpful legisla- 
tion. 
In the preaching of this political gospel 
of Tom Reedism, of course, it is neces- 
sary to make a scapegoat of McKinley. 
He is painted as the political Satan who 
is to be feared and from whose destruc- 
tive hands the ex-Speaker must be called 
upon to save the people. 
Unfortunately, however, for the great 
white Czar campaign Mr. Reed has that 
bar to political and all other saintships— 
a record. His record is a most trouble- 
some one in this case. McKinley served 
as the clerk to record the demands of the 
tariff barons, but Reed was the com- 
mander of the forces which executed the 
work. So far from protesting against 
McKinleyism, Reed was the strong right 
arm which made its triumph possible. 
He went to greater lengths to secure 
that triumph than any Speaker of the 
House of Representatives ever dared to 
go in any cause. It is as doubtful if 
McKinleyism could have existed without 
Reed as Hamlet could have been written 
without the melancholy Prince.
